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THE PURPOSE OF THIS BOOK 





No religious duty is more emphatically urged by evau- 
gelical Churches upon their members, and perhaps no one 
is more generally neglected, than family worship. Relig- 
ious parents recognize it as a duty, and many of them 
have an inclination to discharge it. Some commence it, 
and in a short time leave it off in violation of their con- 
victions. 

It is well to consider what leads to such a common neglect 
of a duty recommended by the Church and admitted by 
the member. The case is generally about as follows: At a 
regular or revival service the preacher presents the duty 
of family worship, and impresses the average layman that 
he should read the Scriptures and pray with his family 
night and morning. With the encouragement of his wife, 
he determines to begin it. After the day’s work is over, 
she gets the family together and hands him the Bible. 
With so much material before him, he scarcely knows how 
to select a suitable lesson. He finds many of the chapters 
too long, and is at a loss where to begin or where to stop 
so that his family may be impressed and benefited by the 
lesson. Perhaps the time is short, and not being as famil- 
jar as he ought to be with the Scriptures, he stumbles upon 
some part not appropriate to such an occasion, and finds 
himself embarrassed. He feels the need of a list of selec- 
tions made by older Christians, which they have found well 
suited to such a service. Perhaps he or his family are in- 
clined to sing, but the hymn-book may be out of place, and 
if in place he does not know what to select from such a 
mass, and so this beautiful part of the worship is usually 
omitted. He is not accustomed to extemporaneous speech, 
but with a heart full of gratitude he kneels with his family, 
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‘and thanks God for the blessings of daily life, and asks for 
their continuance; remembers the absent loved ones; prays 
for his Church and for all classesof men. In twelvs hours 
another service comes on, and, surrounded by the same 
conditions, his devotions run in the same channel; but he 
changes his forms of expression, and remembers some things 
omitted in the former prayer. These services occur twice 
a day, and erelong he finds his ingenuity at work for a va- 
riety of words and thoughts. After a few days, he feels ex- 
hausted, and repeats his prayers almost word for word. 
At this point perhaps Satan tempts him with the thought 
that his wife and children are tired of his “vain repeti- 
tions.” He becomes discouraged with his own efforts. His 
grace fails him. He begins to evade the duty, and direct- 
ly is openly neglecting it. This condition of things ought 
not to exist; but it does exist, and perhaps always will exist, 
among a very large class of parents who really desire to 
worship God at the family altar, but find the cross greater 
than they can bear. They see no way to overcome the dif- 
ficulty, and try to excuse themselves from a duty which 
they recognize and would be glad to perform. This leads 
to backsliding, and perhaps to apostasy. 

This little book has been prepared for the convenience 
and assistance of those who feel the need of an “aid and 
guide” in taking up this important exercise. It contains 
four services for every morning and evening of a week, 
each one consisting of a Scripture lesson, a verse or two of 
song, and a prayer. By this arrangement the same serv- 
ice need not be repeated oftener than once in four weeks, 
They are all short, requiring not more than from three 
to five minutes for each one, 

In order to have variety, the selections have been made 
and the prayers have been written by different persons. 
Those who wrote these prayers were requested to make 
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them simple, earnest, and spiritual, suited to the ordinary 
occasions of life in a family, and to close them so that they 
may be supplemented with the Lord’s Prayer, or with such 
additions as may be appropriate to the peculiar conditions 
of joy or sorrow which often exist, and which properly call 
for special petitions and thanksgivings. 

With such an aid and guide, the mother may conduct the 
worship in the absence of the father, and the children may 
be led into a service which will fortify them against the 
temptations of youth and qualify them for a more respon- 
sible period in life. 

These forms are not recommended to those who do not 
need them. Reading them in private may be suggestive 
to some young Christians who are not familiar with the 
language of devotion, but who do not approve the use of 
written prayers. They should be used like a crutch for the 
lame, or like a support for one learning to swim. They 
may help the weak until strength comes to go alone. The 
Ten Commandments, with some parallel passages suitable 
for family reading on special occasions, sre inserted to 
complete the last form. These parallel selections might 
be indefinitely increased, but this book is intended for pop- 
ular use and to be sold at a popular price, and therefore 
cannot be made larger. 

As an humble layman, and with thanks to my brethren 
of different denominations who have kindly furnished the 
material here collected together, and with a prayer that 
these forms may never be read formally, but in the Spirit, 
this little volume is sent forth with the hope that it may 
be an instrument under God in establishing many family 
altars, and in rebuilding many which have been broken 
down. _L.

For I am the Lord, I change 
not; therefore ye sons of Jacob are not con- 
sumed. Even from the days of your fathers 
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ye are gone away from mine ordinances, and 
have not kept them. Return unto me, and I 
will return unto you, saith the Lord of hosts. 
But ye said, Wherein shall we return? Will 
aman rob God? Yetyehaverobbed me. But 
ye say, Wherein have we robbed thee? In 
tithes and offerings. Ye are cursed with 
curse; for ye have robbed me, even this whole 
nation. Bring ye all the tithes into the store- 
house, that there may be meat in mine house, 
and prove me now herewith, saith the Lord of 
hosts, if I will not open you the windows of 
heaven, and pour you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to receive it.

Nic- 
odemus answered and said unto him, How can 
these things be? Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Art thou a master of Israel, and 
knowest not these things? Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, We speak that we do know, and 
testify that we have seen; and ye receive not 
our witness. If I have told you earthly things, 
and ye believe not, how shall ye believe, if [ 
tell you of heavenly things? And no man 
hath ascended up to heaven, but he that came 
down from heaven, even the Son of man which 
is in heaven. And as Moses lifted up the ser- 
pent in the wilderness, even so must the Son 
of man be lifted up; that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but have eternal life. 
For God so loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have everlasting life.

FIRST COMMANDMENT. 

Anp God spake all these words, saying, I am 
the Lord thy God, which have brought thee 
out of the land of Egypt, out of the house of 
bondage Thou shalt have no other gods be- 
fore me. Exodus xx. 1-3, 

These words the Lord spake unto all your 
assembly in the mount out of the midst of the 
fire, of the cloud, and of the thick darkness, with 
a great voice; and he added nomore. And he 
wrote them in two tables of stone, and deliv- 
ered them unto me. (Deut. v. 22.) Iam the 
Lord thy God from the land of Egypt, and 
thou shalt know no god but me; for there is 
no savior besides me. (Hos. xiii. 4.) Go not 
after other gods to serve them, and ye shal] 
dwell in the land which I have given to you 
and to your fathers. (Jer. xxxv. 15.) Go not 
after other gods to serve them, and to worship 
them, and provoke me not to anger with the 
works of your hands. (Jer. xxv. 6.) Ye shall 
not go after other gods, of the gods of the peo- 
ple which are round about you. (Deut. vi. 14.) 
With Israel the Lord had made a covenant 
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and charged them, saying, Ye shall not fear 
other gods, nor bow yourselves to them, nor 
serve them, nor sacrifice to them. (2 Kings 
xvii. 35.) Of a truth, Lord, the kings of As- 
syria have destroyed the nations and their 
lands, and have cast their gods into the fire; 
for they were no gods, but the work of men’s 
hands, wood and stone; therefore they have 
destroyedthem. (2 Kings xix.17,18.) Though 
there be that are called gods, whether in heay- 
en or in earth (as there be gods many, and 
lords many), but to us there is but one God, 
the Father, of whom are all things, and we in 
him. (1 Cor. viii. 5, 6.) 


SECOND COMMANDMENT. 

THov shalt not make unto thee any graven 
image, or any likeness of any thing that is in 
heaven above, or that is in the earth beneath, 
or that is in the water under the earth: thou 
shalt not bow down thyself to them, nor serve 
them; for I the Lord thy God am a jealous 
God, visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon 
the children unto the third and fourth genera- 
tion of them that hate me; and shewing mercy 
unto thousands of them that love me, and keep 
my commandments.

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Lest ye corrupt yourselves, and make you a 
graven image, the similitude of any figure, the 
likeness of male or female. (Deut. iv. 16.) 
Cursed be the man that maketh any graven 
or molten image, an abomination unto the 
Lord, the work of the hands of the craftsman, 
and putteth it in a secret place. And all the 
people shall answer and say, Amen. (Deut. 
xxvii. 15.) Confounded be all they that serve 
graven images, that boast themselves of idols; 
worship him, all ye gods. (Ps. xevii. 7.) Ye 
shall drive out all the inhabitants of the land 
from before you, and destroy all their pictures, 
and destroy all their molten images, and quite 
pluck down all their high places. (Num. xxxiii. 
52.) Thou shalt not bow down to their gods, 
nor serve them. (Ex.xxiii.24.) Neither make 
mention of the name of their gods, nor cause 
to swear by them, neither serve them, nor bow 
yourselves unto them. (Josh. xxiii. 7.) 


Thou shalt worship no other god; for the 
Lord, whose name is Jealous, is a jealous God. 
(Ex. xxxiv. 14.) The Lord thy God is a con- 
suming fire, even a jealous God. (Deut. iv. 
24.) I will not give my glory unto another. 
(Isa. xlviii. 11.) Joshua said unto the people, 
Ye cannot serve the Lord; for he is a holy God; 
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ne is a jealous God; he will not forgive your 
transgressions nor your sins. (Josh. xxiv. 19.) 
Wherefore I will yet plead with you, saith the 
Lord, and with your children’s children will 1 
plead. (Jer. ii. 9.) By no means clearing the 
guilty, visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon 
the children unto the third and fourth genera- 
tion And your children shall wander in the 
wilderness forty years, and bear your whore- 
doms, until your carcasses be wasted in the 
wilderness. (Num. xiv. 18, 33.) God layeth 
up his iniquity for his children. (Job xxi. 19.) 
I will set my face against that man, and against 
his family. (Lev. xx. 5.) And they that are 
left of you shall pine away in their iniquity in 
your enemies’ lands; and also in the iniquities 
of their fathers shall they pine away with them. 
If they shall confess their iniquity, and the 
iniquity of their fathers, with their trespass 
which they trespassed against me, and that 
also they have walked contrary unto me; and 
that I also have walked contrary unto them, 
and have brought them into the land of their 
enemies; if then their uncircumcised hearts be 
humbled, and they then accept of the punish- 
ment of their iniquity; then will I remember 

my covenant with Jacob, and also my covenant 
with Isaac, and also my covenant with Abra 
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ham will I remember; and I will remember 
the land. (Lev. xxvi. 39-42.) Seest thou how 
Ahab humbleth himself before me? because 
he humbleth himself before me, I will not 
bring the evil in his days; but in his son’s 
days will I bring the evil upon his house. (1 
Kings xxi. 29.) The seed of the evil-doers 
shall never be renowned. Prepare slaughter 
for his children for the iniquity of their fa- 
thers. (Isa. xiv. 20, 21.) Behold, it is written 
before me: I will not keep silence, but will 
recompense, even recompense into their bosom, 
your iniquities, and the iniquities of your fa- 
_thers together, saith the Lord. (Isa. Ixv. 6, 7.) 


O remember not against us former iniquities. 
(Ps. lxxix.8.) Knowtherefore that the Lord thy 
God, he is God, the faithful God, which keepeth 
covenant and mercy with them that love him 
and keep his commandments to a thousand 
generations. (Deut. vii. 9.) My covenant will 
I not break, nor alter the thing that is gone 
out of my lips. (Ps. lxxxix. 34.) He that 
hath my commandments, and keepeth them. 
he it is that loveth me; and he that loveth me 
shall be loved of my Father, and I will love 
him, and will manifest myself to him. (John 
xiv. 21.) As touching the election, they are 
beloved for the fathers’ sakes. (Rom. xi. 28) 
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Who is a God like unto thee, that pardoneth 
iniqaity, and passeth by the transgression of 
the remnant of his heritage? he retaineth not 
his anger forever, because he delighteth in 
mercy. He will turn again, he will have com- 
passion upon us; he will subdue our iniquities; 
and thou wilt cast all their sins into the depths 
of the sea. Thou wilt perform the truth to 
Jacob, and the mercy to Abraham, which thou 
hast sworn unto our fathers from the days of 
old. (Micah vii. 18-20.) Thou shewest loving- 
kindness unto thousands, and recompensest 
the iniquity of the fathers into the bosom of 
their children after them; The Great, The 
Mighty God, The Lord of hosts, is his name. 
(Jer. xxxii. 18.) O Lord; the great and dread- 
ful God, keeping the covenant and mercy to 
them that love him, and to them that keep his 
commandments. (Dan. ix. 4.) 








THIRD COMMANDMENT. 

THov shalt not take the name of the Lord 
thy God in vain; for the Lord will not hold 
him guiltless that taketh his name in vain. 

Exodus xx. 7. 

Lord, who shall abide in thy tabernacle? 
who shall dwell in thy holy hill? He that 
walketh uprightly, and worketh righteousness

and speaketh the truth in his heart. He that 
backbiteth not with his tongue, nor doeth evil 
to his neighbor, nor taketh up a reproach 
against his neighbor. In whose eyes a vile per- 
son is contemned; but he honoreth them that 
fear the Lord. He that sweareth to his own 
hurt, and changeth not. He that putteth not 
out his money to usury, nor taketh reward 
against the innocent. He that doeth these 
things shall never be moved. (Ps. xv. 1-5.) 
Put not thine hand with the wicked to be an 
unrighteous witness. (Hx. xxiii. 1.) Ye shall 
not swear by my name falsely, neither shalt 
thou profane the name of thy God; I am the 
Lord. (Lev. xix. 12.) He that blasphemeth 
the name of the Lord, he shall surely be put 
to death. (Lev. xxiv. 16.) Ye have heard that 
it hath been said by them of old time, Thou 
shalt not forswear thyself, but shalt perform 
unto the Lord thine oaths; but I say unto you, 
Swear not at all; neither by heaven, for it is 
God’s throne; nor by the earth, for it is his 
footstool; neither by Jerusalem, for it is the 
city of the great King. Neither shalt thou 
swear by thy head, because thou canst not 
make one hair white or black. But let your 
communication be, Yea, yea; Nay, nay; for 
whatsoever is more than these cometh of evil 
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(Matt. v. 33-37.) But above all things, my 
brethren, swear not, neither by heaven, neither 
‘by the earth, neither by any other oath; but 
let your yea be yea; and your nay, nay; lest 
ve fall into condemnation. (James v. 12.) 














FOURTH COMMANDMENT. 

REMEMBER the Sabbath-day, to keep it holy. 
Six days shalt thou labor, and do all thy work; 
but the seventh day is the Sabbath of the Lord 
thy God; in it thou shalt not do any work, 
thou, nor thy son, nor thy daughter, thy man- 
servant, nor thy maid-servant, nor thy cattle, 
nor thy stranger that is within thy gates: for in 
six days the Lord made heaven and earth, the 
sea, and all that in them is, and rested the sev- 
enth day; wherefore the Lord blessed the Sab- 
bath-day, and hallowed it. Exodus xx. 8-11. 


Six days thou shalt do thy work, and on the 
seventh day thou shalt rest; that thine ox and 
thine ass may rest, and the son of thy hand- 
mail, and the stranger, may be refreshed. (Ex. 
xxiii. 12.) Six days may work be done; but 
in the seventh is the Sabbath of rest, holy to 
the Lord; whosoever doeth any work in the 
Sabbath-day, he shall surely be put to death. 
(Ex. xxxi. 15.) Six days shall work be done; 
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but the seventh day is the Sabbath of rest, a 
holy convocation; ye shall do no work therein; 
it is the Sabbath of the Lord in all your dwell- 
ings. (Lev. xxiii. 3.) Six days thou shalt 
work, but on the seventh day thou shalt rest; 
in earing time and in harvest thou shalt rest. 
(Ex. xxxiy. 21.) Six days ye shall gather man- 
na; but on the seventh day, which is the Sab. 
bath, in it there shall be none. (Hx. xvi. 26.) 
The ruler of the synagogue answered with in- 
dignation, because that Jesus had healed on 
the Sabbath-day, and said unto the people, 
There are six days in which men ought to 
work; in them therefore come and be healed, 
and not on the Sabbath-day. (Luke xiii. 14.) 
In the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat bread, 
till thou return unto the ground. (Gen. iii.19.) 

Not slothful in business; fervent in spirit; 
serving the Lord. (Rom. xii. 11.) Let him 
that stole steal no more; but rather let him 
labor, working with his hands the thing which 
is good, that he may have to give to him that 
rwedeth. (Hph. iv. 28.) Neither did we eat 
any man’s bread for naught; but wrought with 
labor and travail night and day, that we might 
not be chargeable to any of you; not because 
we have not power, but to make ourselves an 
ensample unto you to follow us. For ever 

14 
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when we were with you, this we commanded 
- you, that if any would not work, neither should 
he eat. (2 Thess. iii. 8-10.) On the seventh 
day God ended his work which he had made; 
and he rested on the seventh day from all his 
work which he had made. And God blessed 
the seventh day, and sanctified it; because that 
in it he had rested from all his work which 
God created and made. (Gen. ii.2,3.) I gave 
them my Sabbaths, to be a sign between me 
and them, that they might know that I am the 
Lord that sanctify them. (Ezek. xx. 12.) Ver- - 
ily my Sabbaths ye shall keep. (Ex. xxxi. 13.) 
In the first day ye shall have a holy convoca- 
tion; ye shall dono servile work therein. (Lev. 
xxili. 7.) There dwelt men of Tyre also there- 
in, which brought fish, and all manner of ware, 
and sold on the Sabbath unto the children of 
Judah, and in Jerusalem. Then I contend- 
ed with the nobles of Judah, and said unto 
them, What evil thing is this that ye do, and 
profane the Sabbath-day? And it came to 
pass, that when the gates of Jerusalem began 
to be dark before the Sabbath, I commanded 
that the gates should be shut, and charged that 
they should not be opened till after the Sab- 
bath; and some of my servants set I at the 
gates, that there should no burden be brought 
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in on the Sabbath-day. (Neh. xiii. 16,17, 19.) 
Keep my Sabbaths; I am the Lord your God. 
Ye shall keep my Sabbaths, and reverence my 
sanctuary; I am the Lord. (Lev. xix. 3, 30.) 











FIFTH COMMANDMENT. 

Honor thy father and thy mother; that thy 
days may be long upon the land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee. Exodus xx. 12. 

_ Honor thy father and thy mother, as the 
Lord thy God hath commanded thee; that thy 
days may be prolonged, and that it may go well 
with thee, in the land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee. (Deut.v.16.) God commanded, 
saying, Honor thy father and mother, and he 
that curseth father or mother, let him die the 

death. (Matt. xv. 4; Mark vii. 10.) Honor 
thy father and mother; which is the first com- 
mandment with promise. (Eph. vi. 2.) Who- 
so curseth his father or his mother, his lamp 
shall be put out in obscure darkness. (Prov. 
xx. 20.) Ye shall fear every man his mother, 
and his father, and keep my Sabbaths. I am 
the Lord your God (Lev. xix. 3.) And Jer- 
emiah said unto the house of the Rechabites, 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God of Is- 

- rael: Because ye have obeyed the command. 
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ment of Jonadab your father, and kept all his 
precepts, and done according unto all that he 
hath commanded you; therefore thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel: Jonadab the 
son of Rechab, shall not want a man to stand 
before me forever. (Jer. xxxyv. 18, 19.) 





SIXTH COMMANDMENT. 
Tov shalt not kill. Exodus xx. 13. 


Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by man shall 
his blood be shed; for in the image of God 
made he man. (Gen. ix. 6.) The devil was & 
murderer from the beginning. (John viii. 44.) 
Out of the heart proceed evil thoughts, mur- 
ders, adulteries, fornications, thefts, false wit- 
ness, blasphemies. (Matt.xv. 19.) Cain talked 
with Abel his brother; and it came to pass, 
when they were in the field, that Cain rose up 
agaiust Abel his brother, and slew him. And 
the Lord said unto Cain, Where is Abel thy 
brother? And he said, I know not; am I my 
brother’s keeper? And he said, What hast 
thou done? the voice of thy brother’s blood 
crieth unto me from the ground. And now 
art thou cursed from the earth, which hath 
opened her mouth to receive thy brother's 
blood from thy hand. When thou tillest the 
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ground, it shall not henceforth yield unto thee 
her strength; a fugitive and a vagabond shalt 
thou be in the earth. (Gen. iv. 8-12.) Thou 
hast killed Uriah the Hittite with the sword, 
and hast taken his wife to be thy wife, and hast 
slain him with the sword of the children of 
Ammon. (2 Sam. xii. 9.) Deliver me from 
blood-guiltiness, O God, thou God of my salva- 
tion; and my tongue shall sing aloud of thy 
righteousness. (Ps. li. 14.) Ye have heard 
that it was said by them of old time, Thou 
shalt not kill; and whosoever shall kill shall 
be in danger of the judgment; but I say unto 
you, That whosoever is angry with his brother 
without a cause shall be in danger of the judg- 
ment; and whosoever shall say to his brother, 
Raca, shall be in danger of the council; but 
whosoever shall say, Thou fool, shall be in 
danger of hell-fire. (Matt. v. 21, 22.) Let none 
of you suffer as a murderer, or as a thief 
(1 Pet. iv. 15.) 


SEVENTH COMMANDMENT. 
Txov shalt not commit adultery. 
Exodus xx. 14 
The sword shall never depart from thine 
house; because thou hast despised me, and 
hast taken the wife of Uriah the Hittite to be 
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thy wife. (2 Sam. xii. 10.) But I say unto 
you, That whosoever looketh on a woman to 
lust after her hath committed adultery with 
her already in his heart. (Matt. v. 28.) The 
mouth of strange women is a deep pit; he that 
is abhorred of the Lord shall fall therein. 
(Proy. xxii. 14.) Give not thy strength unto 
women, nor thy ways to that which destroyeth 
kings. (Prov. xxxi. 3.) When I had fed them 
to the full, they then committed adultery, and 
assembled themselves by troops in the harlots’ 
houses. They were as fed horses in the morn- 
ing; every one neighed after his neighbor’s 
wife. Shall I not visit for these things? saith 
the Lord; and shall not my soul be avenged on 
such a nation as this? (Jer. v. 7-9.) Whore- 
dom and wine and new wine take away the 
heart. (Hos. iv.11.) Whosoever shall put away 
his wife, except it be for fornication, and shal] 
marry another, committeth adultery. (Matt. 
xix. 9.) The works of the flesh are manifest, 
which arethese: Adultery, fornication, unclean- 
ness, lasciviousness, idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, 
variance, emulations, wrath, strife, seditions, 
heresies, envyings, murders, drunkenness, rev- 
elings, and such like; of the which I tell you 
before, as I have also told you in time past 
that they which do such things shall not in- 
herit the kingdom of God. (Gal. v. 19-21.) 
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Let no corrupt communication proceed out of 
your mouth, but that which is good to the use 
of edifying, that it may minister grace unto the 
hearers. (Eph. iv. 29.) Fornication, and all 
uncleanness, or covetousness, let it not be once 
named among you, as becometh saints; neither 
filthiness, nor foolish talking, nor jesting, which 
are not convenient; but rather giving of thanks. 
For this ye know, that no whoremonger, nor 
unclean person, nor covetous man, who is an 
idolater, hath any inheritance in the kingdom 
of Christ and of God. Let no man deceive 
you with vain words; for because of these 
things cometh the wrath of God upon the chil- 
dren of disobedience. Be not ye therefore 
partakers with them. (Eph. v. 3-7.) Mortify 
therefore your members which are upon the 
earth; fornication, uncleanness, inordinate af- 
fection, evil concupiscence. (Col. iii. 5.) Not 
in the lust of concupiscence, even as the Gen- 
tiles which know not God; for God hath not 
called us unto uncleanness, but unto holiness. 
(1 Thess. iv. 5,7.) Marriage is honorable in 
all, and the bed undefiled, but whoremongers 
and adulterers God will judge. (Heb. xiii. 4.) 
The Lord knoweth how to deliver the godly 
out of temptations, and to reserve the unjust 
unto the day of judgment to be punished; but 
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chiefly them that walk after the flesh in the 
lust of uncleanness, and despise government. 
But these, as natural brute beasts, made to be 
taken and destroyed, speak evil of the things 
that they understand not; and shall utterly 
perish in their own corruption. Having eyes 
full of adultery, and that cannot cease from 
sin. (2 Pet. ii. 9, 10, 12,14.) Evenas Sodom 
and Gomorrah, and the cities about them in 
like manner, giving themselves over to forni- 
cation, and going after strange flesh, are set 
forth for an example, suffering the vengeance 
of eternal fire. But these speak evil of those 
things which they know not; but what they 
know naturally, as brute beasts, in those things 
they corrupt themselves. (Jude 7, 10.) 











EIGHTH COMMANDMENT. 

TxHov shalt not steal. Exodus xx. 15. 

Ye shall not steal, neither deal falsely, nei- 
ther lie one to another. Thou shalt not defraud 
thy neighbor, neither rob him; the wages of 
him that is hired shall not abide with thee all 
night until the morning. (Ley. xix. 11, 13.) 
Neither shalt thou steal. (Deut. v.19.) Ifa 
man shall steal an ox, or a sheep, and kill i, 
or sel] it, he shall restore five oxen for an OX, 
and four sheep for a sheep. If a thief be 
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found breaking up, and be smitten that he die, 
there shall no blood be shed for him. If the 
sun be risen upon him, there shall be blood 
shed for him; for he should make full restitu- 
tion; if he have nothing, then he shall be sold 
for his theft. If the theft be certainly found 
in his hand alive, whether it be ox, or ass, or 
sheep; he shall restore double. (Hx.xxii.1 +4.) 
Rob not the poor, because he is poor; neither 
oppress the afflicted in the gate; for the Lord 
will plead their cause, and spoil the soul of 
those that spoiled them. (Prov. xxii. 22, 23.) 
He that by usury and unjust gain increaseth 
his substance, he shall gather it for him that 
will pity the poor. Whoso robbeth his father 
or his mother, and saith, It is no transgression, 
the same is the companion of a destroyer. 
(Prov. xxviii. 8,24.) Nor thieves, nor covet- 
ous, nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor extortion- 
ers, shall inherit the kingdom of God. (1 Cor. 
vi. 10.) Let no man go beyond and defraud 
his brother in any matter; because that the 
Lord is the avenger of all such, as we also 
have forewarned you and testified. (1 Thess. 
iv. 6.) Let him that stole steal no more; but 
rather let him labor, working with his hauds 
the thing which is good, that he may have te 
give to him that needeth. (Eph. iv. 28.) 
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NINTH COMMANDMENT. 


Txov shalt not bear false witness against thy 
neighbor, Exodus xx. 16. 


Put not thine hand with the wicked to be an 
anrighteous witness. (Hx. xxiii. 1.) Neither 
shalt thou bear false witness against thy neigh- 
bor. (Deut. v. 20.) If a false witness rise up 
against any man to testify against him that 
which is wrong; then shall ye do unto him, as 
he had thought to have done unto his brother; 
so shalt thou put the evil away from among 
you. (Deut. xix. 16,19.) Lord, who shall abide 
in thy tabernacle? Who shall dwell in thy 
holy hill? He that walketh uprightly, and 
worketh righteousness, and speaketh the truth 
in his heart. He that backbiteth not with his 
tongue, nor doeth evil to his neighbor, nor tak- 
eth up a reproach against his neighbor. In 
whose eyes a vile person is contemned; but he 
honoreth them that fear the Lord. He that 
sweareth to his own hurt, and changeth not. 
(Ps. xv. 1-4.) Whoso privily slandereth hig 
neighbor, him will I cut off. (Ps. ci. 5.) De- 
liver me not over unto the will of mine enemies : 
for false witnesses are risen up against me, and 
such as breathe out cruelty. (Ps. xxvii. 12.) 
Thou shalt not raise a false report; put not 
thine hand with the wicked to be an unright- 
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eous witness. (Hx. xxiii.1.) And I will come 
near to you to judgment; and I will be a swift 
witness against the sorcerers, and against the 
adulterers, and against false swearers, and 
against those that oppress the hireling in his 
wages, the widow and the fatherless, and that 
turn aside the stranger from his right, and feat 
not me, saith the Lord of hosts. (Mal. iii. 5.) 








TENTH COMMANDMENT. 

Tuov shalt not covet thy neighbor’s house, 
thou shalt not covet thy neighbor’s wife, nor 
his man-servant, nor his maid-servant, nor his 
ox, nor his ass, nor any thing that is thy neigh- 
bor’s. Exodus xx. 17. 

Neither shalt thou desire thy neighbor’s 
wife, neither shalt thou covet thy neighbor’s 
house, his field, or his man-servant, or his maid- 
servant, his ox, or his ass, or any thing that is 
thy neighbor’s. (Deut. v. 21.) Whosoever 
looketh on a woman to lust after her, hath 
committed adultery with her already in his 
heart. (Matt. v.28.) Cana man take fire in 
his bosom, and his clothes not be burned? 
Can one go upon hot coals, and his feet not be 
burned? so he that goeth in to his neighbor’s 
wife; whosoever toucheth her shall not be in- 
aocent. (Prov. vi. 27-29.) Woe to him that 
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coveteth an evil covetousness to his house, that 
he may set his nest on high, that he may be 
delivered from the power of evil. (Hab. ii. 9.) 
Thad not known sin, but by the law; for I had 
not known lust, except the law had said, Thou 
shalt not covet. (Rom. vii. 7.) Let your con- 
versation be without ccvetousness; and be con- 
tent with such things as ye have; for he hath 
said, I will never leave thee, nor forsake thee. 
(Heb xiii. 5.) Take heed and beware of cov- 
etousness; for a man’s life consisteth not in 
the abundance of the things which he possuss- 
eth. (Luke xii. 15.) I have coveted no man’s 
silver, or gold, or apparel. (Acts xx.33.) For- 
nication, and all uncleanness, or covetousness, 
let it not be once named among you, as becom- 
eth saints. For this ye know, that no whore- 
monger, nor unclean person, nor covetous man, 
who is an idolater, hath any inheritance in the 


kingdom of Christ and of God. (Eph. v. 3, 5.) 


My son, keep my words, and lay up my com. 
mandments with thee. Keep my command. 
ments, and live; and my law as the apple of 
thine eye. Bind them upon thy fingers, write 
them upon the table of thine heart. Say unto 
wisdom, Thou art my sister; and call under- 
standing thy kinswoman. Proveros vil. 1 
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SCRIPTURAL READINGS—COVETOUSNESS. 

My kingdom is not of this world. (John 
xviii. 36.) 

And he said unto them, Take heed, and be- 
ware of covetousness; for a man’s life consist- 
eth not in the abundance of the things which 
he possesseth. (Luke xii. 15.) 

He also that received seed among the thorns 
is he that heareth the word; and the care of 
this world, and the deceitfulness of riches, 
choke the word, and he becometh unfruitful. 
(Matt. xiii. 22.) The love of money is the 
root of all evil; which while some coveted aft- 
er, they have errod from the faith, and pierced 
themselves through with many sorrows. (1 Tim. 
vi. 10.) A little that a righteous man hath 
is better than the riches of many wicked. (Ps. 
xxxvii. 16.) Godliness with contentment is 
great gain. For we brought nothing into this 
world, and it is certain we can carry nothing 
out. And having food and raiment, let us be 
therewith content. (1 Tim. vi. 6-8.) Better is 
little with the fear of the Lord, than great 
treasure and trouble therewith. (Proy.xv. 16.) 

Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon 
earth, where moth and rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves break through and steal; but lay 
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up for yourselves treasures in heaven, where 
neither moth nor rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves do not break through nor steal; for 
where your treasure is, there will your heart 
be also. (Matt. vi. 19-21.) 

And he spake a parable unto them, saying, 
The ground of a certain rich man brought forth 
plentifully; and he thought within himself, 
saying, What shall I do, because I have no 
room where to bestow my fruits? And hesaid, 
This will I do: I will pull down my barns, and 
build greater; and there will I bestow all my 
fruits and my goods. And I will say to my 
soul, Soul, thou hast much goods laid up for 
many years; take thine ease, eat, drink, and be 
merry. (Luke xii. 16-19.) 

But God said unto him, Thou fool, this night 
thy soul shall be required of thee; then whose 
shall those things be which thou hast provid- 
ed? (Luke xii. 20.) 

So is he that layeth up treasure for himself, 
and is not rich toward God. (Luke xii. 21.) 

Charge them that are rich in this world, that 
they be not high-minded, nor trust in uncer- 
tain riches, but in the living God, who giveth 
us richly all things to enjoy; that they de 
good, that they be rich in good works, ready 
to distribute, willing to communicate; laying 
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ap in store for themselves a good foundation 
against the time to come, that they may lay 
hold on eternal life. (1 Tim. vi. 17-19.) Hath 
not God chosen the poor of this world rich in 
faith, and heirs of the kingdom which he hath 
promised to them that love him? (James ii. 
5.) Be careful for nothing; but in every thing 
by prayer and supplication with thanksgiving 
let your request be made known unto God. 
(Phil. iv. 6.) 

Therefore take no thought, saying, What 
shall we eat? or, What shall we drink? or, 
Wherewithal shall we be clothed? (for after all 
these things do the Gentiles seek); for your 
heavenly Father knoweth that ye have need 
of all these things. But seek ye first the king- 
dom of God, and his righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto you. Take 
therefore no thought for the morrow; for the 
morrow shall take thought for the things of it- 
self. Sufficient unto the day is the evil there- 
of. (Matt. vi. 31-34.) 

I have been young, and now am old; yet 
have I not seen the righteous forsaken, nor his 
seed begging bread. (Ps. xxxvii. 26.) 

The kingdom of God is not meat and drink; 
but righteousness, and peace, and joy in the 
Holy Ghost. (Rom. xiv. 17.)
